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This guide to the specific details of tree protesting 
tactics ami methods is extracted from a larger book 
which is also titled Copse. Written by Kate Evans and 
many others, that book tells stories of the anti-road 
movement in Britain through essays, interviews, photos, 
and Kate s incredible cartoons. Sadly, it is currently out 
of print. The folks at AK Press (www.akpress.org) distrib 
uted it, and they may again if and when It's resurrected. 
Until then, this excerpt is a useful tool for anyone inter- 
ested in getting to know trees a little better. There is no 
copyright on it as long as any profits made from its sale 
will go towards groups in volved with ecolog ical preserve^ 
tion and social justice.
